Spring is in the air...and that 
mean’s its time to clean-up Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
expressed the seasonal urge 
Monday night and volunteered 
to take on the leadership role 
itself if need be. 

The freshman councilman 
is hoping that a leader or 
group in various neighbor¬ 
hoods throughout Romulus 
will take on the responsibility 
for inspiring their peers to 
clean-up their own properties 
as well as empty lots near 
them. 

Once students and teachers 
get back to their classes next 
week, Burcroff is hoping 
scores if not hundreds of vol-

unteers will appear. 

Other groups sought for 
help will be neighborhood 
watch volunteers, scout troops 
or packs, senior citizens and 
church laity. 

Burcroff is hoping the ef¬ 
forts can be kicked off in mid- 
May and Mayor William 
Oakley said city employees 
will assist if Burcroff’s effort 
builds up any steam. 

So if you are handy with a 
broom, shovel, rake, let city of¬ 
ficials know. They may supply 
the needed refuse bags and 
pick-up services. 

Many pride in the city ef¬ 
forts have mushroomed from 
such simple clean- up efforts, 
observers said, and have then 
grown to include paint-up and 
fix-up procedures and even 
large tree plantings. 


Turn off your TV for week, 
officials ask local parents

Romulus area residents are 
being urged to “turn off the TV 
from April 22-28” and spend 
extra time in family related ac¬ 
tivities. 

City Recreation Director 
Debbie Dick passed on the rec¬ 
ommendation from former Ro¬ 
mulus Mayor’s task force 
Chairperson Jackie Martin- 
Downs on Monday night. 

The City Council then 
agreed to a resolution urging 
the TV turnoff, similar to one 
passed earlier by the Romulus 
School Board. 


Other nearby communities 
also are being asked (or have 
already been urged) to take 
part in the turn-off. 

Martin-Downs revealed that 
five million persons in 25,000 
schools nationally got involved 
in the turn-off last year. 

Nationally the project is 
supported by the Girl Scouts of 
America, National Education 
Association, American Medi¬ 
cal Association and more than 
50 other major groups. 

The resolution contains the 
information that “on the aver¬ 
age American children watch 
1,500 hours of televison each 
year, while spending only 900

While no one denies that 
Romulus is on a growth spurt - 
the issue as to whether the lo¬ 
cal fire department will still 
be adequate to handle major 
fire catastrophies at the turn 
of the century is now open to 
debate. 

The renewed concern about 
Romulus’ basically volunteer 
fire department was raised by 
veteran Councilman William 
Wadsworth and even Mayor 
William Oakley admitted that 
the fire department is “short- 
handed.” 

The issue was raised as the 
City Council was about to 
honor five retired firefighters 
- including three former lieu¬ 
tenants. 

Fire Chief David Allison re¬ 
vealed several years ago that 
daytime fire efforts needed the 
most help and additional vol¬ 
unteers were being sought. 

Claims were raised that 
some of the five recent retirees 
had been “squeezed” by 
county firefighter union offi¬ 
cials, who want to see the Ro- 
mulus Fire Department 
turned into a paid unit and 
thus easier to unionize. 

Several years ago Romulus 
city council candidate Rob 
McLachlan added a “paid Ro¬ 
mulus Fire Department” to his 
campaign pitches. 

At the time it raised some 
community eyebrows, but un¬ 
fortunately for McLachlan ad¬ 
ded no political fire to his 
campaign. 

Now with the current city 
political elected officials mid¬ 
way in their first four-year 
term status, it seems assured 
that the “paid fire depart¬ 
ment” issue could become a 
major item two years from now 
if it is not resolved by then. 

Oakley told the council his 
administration has some plans 
being readied to hopefully at¬ 
tract new firefighter volun¬ 
teers. 

The mayor said while the 
fire department is “short- 
handed...it is not shorthanded 
enough to be dangerous.” 

But Wadsworth - a potential 
mayoralty candidate two years 
ftrom now - called the current

fire department staff “the best 
there is,” but added “the city 
can’t think of going into the 
21st Century with a volunteer 
fire department.” 

Oakley countered “we rec¬ 
ognize the (manpower) issue - 
but it is not our position to be 
irresponsible.” 

Stung by Oakley’s statement, 
Wadsworth stated his com¬ 
ments were not “irrespons¬ 
ible.” 

Councilman William Crova 
-- son of longtime Romulus 
Fire Chief Joseph Crova - cut 
the political debate short, by 
asking the mayor to outline 
how potential volunteers 
could join the fire department. 

Oakley said potential fire¬ 
fighters - male or female -- can 
contact his office, that of the 
fire chief or the city’s person¬ 
nel office in the basement of 
City Hall. 

The mayor said firefighter 
volunteers now earn about 
$12-$14 an hour and are pro¬ 
vided professional training at 
the city’s expense. 

Crova said his father served 
the city for 31 
years...’’considering it a pay 
back by his family for the ben¬ 
efits of living here.” 

He urged others to join the 
department...since both day¬ 
time and nighttime fires break 
out in the city at unplanned 
times. 

As the discussion con¬ 
cluded, Wadsworth added 
“don’t forget being a firefigh¬ 
ter is a dangerous, dangerous 
job.”

As we prepare to enter the 
year 2000 with all its cheers 
and fears ... I find it sad that 
one of my favorite hymns 
(nearly 100 years old) was ex¬ 
cised from the most recent 
United Methodist hymnal ...

It’s opening stanza rings so 
true today: 

I would, be true, for there are 
those who trust me; 

I would be pure, for there are 
those who care; 

I would be strong, for there is 
much to suffer;

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Law to toughen 
stance against 
festival woes

The city is beginning to 
work to amend it’s special 
events ordinance that will put 
more teeth into the law to al¬ 
low local police to handle var¬ 
ious violations at programs 
such as the Romulus Pumpkin 
Festival this fall. 

The law would address is¬ 
sues such as: 

•animals brought to a public 
event 

% »use of bicycles and unicy¬ 
cles at such special events. 

•use of skateboards, roller 
skates, roller blades etc. 

•carrying any radio, tape 
player, stereo, boom boxes and 
speakers. 

Violations of the ordinance 
will result in a municipal civil 
infraction with $50 fines and 
costs, damages, expenses au¬ 
thorized under applicable law 


for a civil infraction.

A recent seven year study 
has shown that senior citizens, 
who provide moderate levels 
of volunteer services to others, 
tend to live longer lives. 

The study will be published 
soon in the Journal of the Ger¬ 
ontology: Social Services and 
links moderate levels of volun¬ 
teer activity and increased 
chances of survival. 

The survey analyzed data on 
1,211 older adults via face-to- 
face interviews and follow-up 
information. 

It was found that 35 percent 
of those interviewed volunteer 
from 20 hours to 160 hours a 
year. 

Those who volunteer 40 or 
less hours a year were found 
less likely to die over the next 
seven and a half years than 
those who didn’t volunteer at 
all. 

But those who volunteered 


too many hours “May incur 
just enough detriments to off¬ 
set the potential efforts of vol- 
unteering,” the survey 
reported. 

The protective effects of vol- 
unteering were strongest 
among older men and women, 
who had low levels of social 
interaction, seldom seeing or 
talking to anyone other than 
their spouses or the person 
with whom they lived. 

One possibility listed in the 
survey is that volunteering 
provides meaning and purpose 
to people’s lives. 

It was admitted that more 
research is need into the im¬ 
pact on volunteerism. 

The study was completed by 
Marc A. Musick, a research fel¬ 
low at the University of Michi¬ 
gan Institute for Social 
Research. 

Other co-authors were se¬ 
nior ISR researchers A. Reg- 
ula Herzog and James S. 
House.

John Engler’s Michigan Donor 
Awareness Month, a month set 
aside to highlight the critical 
need for increased organ and

The state donor registry is a 
computerized listing of all 
Michigan residents, who wish 
to become organ or tissue do¬ 
nors.

Time to hammer Romulus deep well 
settlement that will benefit both sides 


When the City of Romulus faces down 
Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS) 
in court on April 13, it could be for all the 
marbles, and justified or not, if I were a 
citizen, of Romulus, I would be con¬ 
cerned. 

You see, EDS has turned the tables. A 
year or two ago, it seemed that the City 
was winning in the battle to keep EDS’s 
hazardous waste disposing deep well 
from operating. Now that is not the case, 
particularly after the most recent news 
that the Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) agreed to issue permits for 
the EDS Citrin Road site. 

That decision caused a tidal wave in 
downtown Romulus. In the past the DEQ 
had refused EDS’s requests for permits 
and city officials, citizen activists and 
lawyers representing the City, believed 
their case to block the well was rock solid. 
Needless to say, they were shocked and 
dismayed at the news out of Lansing. 

It should leave them scrambling as 
well. Scrambling in the direction of EDS 
in an effort to carve out a favorable settle¬ 
ment for the citizens of Romulus. 

This writer has claimed all along that 
the best course of action four years ago, 
three years ago or even today, would be 
for the City to negotiate a deal with EDS 
that would provide the necessary safe¬ 
guards and stringent restrictions to in¬ 
sure safety concerns would be met In ad¬ 
dition that deal might allow the City to 
share in a percentage of profits that the 
well generated. Three years ago when the 
City had the upper hand, EDS was offer¬ 
ing a considerable amount of money an¬ 
nually. Now, who knows, but I bet Romu¬ 
lus could get a handsome chunk. 

Of course, Romulus could opt to contin¬ 
ue the fight Nearly $1,000,000 has already 


been con¬ 
tributed by Ro- 
mulus resi¬ 
dents to the 
lawyers doing 
battle on be¬ 
half of the City. 

What’s another 
cool million? And what if the City ulti¬ 
mately loses? A judgment for EDS could 
conceivably amount to $100,000,000 or 
$50,000,000. With only $10,000,000 in in¬ 
surance, Romulus residents would have 
to pickup the difference and that could be 
devastating. 

But don’t take my word, ask someone 
who is a property owner in Novi. Recent¬ 
ly they lost a similar suit to a developer - 
tab to the city, $40,000,000. The judge 
ruled Novi has “effectively created a poli¬ 
cy of delay at the cost of the plaintiff’s 
property rights.” 

Now residents are clamoring to figure 
out how they will come up with the addi¬ 
tional money to pay the judgment 

Key word here is “residents” or “prop¬ 
erty owners.” It is not the mayor or coun¬ 
cil people that pay the bill. Nor is it the at¬ 
torneys that urge the fight to continue. 
The longer the fight the larger the legal 
bills, whether the residents win or lose. 

I’m afraid it is time to settle. The April 
13 court date in front of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, could go either way. We won’t know 
the judges’ decision for several months. 
But I would hate to be the Mayor or coun¬ 
cil, not knowing the outcome. A better 
deal would be to spend the next couple of 
months at a negotiating table to hammer 
out a deal with EDS that gives the City the 
necessary safeguards its residents de¬ 
serve.

“War is hell,” they used to say 

That’s why many great soldiers 
turn into peaceniks. 

One war was enough for 
George Washington, who urged 
Americans to avoid foreign wars. 

A more timely example would 
be Dwight Eisenhower, who 
learned the horrors and futility of 
war. As supreme commander of 
the Allied Expeditionary Force 
during World War II, he oversaw 
the defeat of the Nazis in Europe 
while at the same time contend¬ 
ing with the whims of domestic 
politicians and wrongheaded al¬ 
lies. Leery of futile wars, Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower pulled the Unit¬ 
ed States out of Korea, declined 
to fight in Vietnam, and com¬ 
pelled NATO allies France and 
England not to fight over the Suez 
Canal. 

Ironically, the power of the 
presidency apparently turns 
peaceniks, Bill Clinton, into 
hawks. 

A foreign relations issue, war 
seems beyond the scope of a local 
newspaper. In the grip of a power¬ 
ful propaganda machine, the 
country is already swept up in the 
war A few yellow ribbons are al¬ 
ready popping up in trees. 

I was surprised how fast local 
support has swelled for the attack 
against Yugoslavia The only quib- 
bling came from Rep. Lynn 
Rivers, who objected to the war’s 
unconstitutionality. 

“The president deployed the 
troops without the express con¬ 
sent of Congress or within the 
framework of his constitutional 
powers,” she said before the 
bombing began. Yet she voted to 
pay for the military expedition. 

Was it right? I asked her. 

“I’m not sure what is right in

this situation,” she had answered. 
“What’s right is to have a national 
dialog.” 

And to Rivers’s credit, she has 
been hosting meetings back in the 
district where the war can be dis¬ 
cussed and where citizens can get 
relevant information from her, as 
opposed to the propaganda pour¬ 
ing out of our TVs. 

Citizens can also get a lot of in¬ 
formation from the Internet For 
example, Sunday I learned from 
the infamous Drudge Report that 
the cost of the air campaign has 
topped the $400 million mark, 
“and the price tag quickly could 
balloon to between $2 billion and 
$4 billion if the air strikes pro¬ 
ceed for even a few weeks 
longer.” When we spoke, Rivers 
didn’t even have this information, 
which I asked for. 

The cost is relevant because 
we are now finally balancing the 
budget The cost of this war could 
come home to Western Wayne 
County if the cost of the war 
drains federal spending on roads, 
education, and medical care. 

The war is not only taking our 
money and, if Rivers is right de¬ 
stroying our checks and balance 
system of government, it’s redi¬ 
recting the purpose of our coun¬ 
try. By requiring us to sacrifice 
our time and effort and some of 
our children to try to bomb a solu¬ 
tion to problems we don’t under¬ 
stand in a country nobody ever 
heard of, we are diverting re- 


refugees 

sources from the problems at 
home - the crumbling city of De¬ 
troit a suburban drug epidemic, a 
rising prison population, and a 
falling rate of literacy. 

In the grips of this war, there is 
nothing we can do to stop it No¬ 
body is interested. There wasn’t 
even a report of the prptest at the 
Hash Bash Saturday. 

The video arcade war will not 
stop until either the Serb’s sur¬ 
render or young middle class men 
and women are once again draft¬ 
ed - as the draft quickly ended 
the Vietnam War - and the war 
becomes a shooting one and body 
bags are filled up with Canton ad¬ 
dresses.

packages and medical sup¬ 
plies with an estimated value 
of $100,000. The relief supplies 
will be mostly targeted to help 
the 500,000 ethnic Albanians 
who have been forced to flee 
Kosovo by Yugoslav security 
forces. The Serbs have 
stepped up their attacks since 
the start of NATO bombing. 
Most of the refugees have fled 
into Albanian, Macedonia, 
Montenegro or Greece. 

A NATO spokesman said the 
number of people displaced 
from their homes in Kosovo 
has gone over the half-million 
mark and is rapidly rising. It 
has been called the worst refu¬ 
gee problem in Europe since 
World War II. 

Such countries as Albania, 
already the poorest in the re¬ 
gion, are ill- equipped to han¬ 
dle the influx of refugees. 
There is not enough housing, 
food, water, medicine or 
clothing to supply all the 
needs and alleviate the suffer¬ 
ing. 

“We have heard that most 
towns in Kosovo are prac¬ 
tically deserted,” says Milton 
Amayun, Vice President for In¬ 
ternational Programs for Inter¬ 
national Aid. “There are many 
ghost towns now and many of 
the people have headed in sev¬ 
eral directions...some into Al¬ 
bania, some into Macedonia, 
some into Montenegro and 
even Greece. There are also 


more refugees from other Ser¬ 
bian towns going into Bulgaria. 

“Food is an important com¬ 
modity right now. People with 
families are having a tough 
time finding food for their 
small children. Also clothing, 
blankets and household items 
are needed - especially blan¬ 
kets since the weather is still 
cold. And many of them are 
out in the open. Down the road 
we anticipate a huge demand 
for medicine. 

“In the first shipment we 
will be sending such items as 
personal kits, blankets, food 
and medicine. Right now we 
need money to help finance 
the shipment. In terms of do¬ 
nor response, that’s the most 
critical need we have for this 
first phase.” 

International Aid will be 
sending a relief program ex¬ 
pert to the region this week to 
assess refugee conditions and 
how to respond to the needs.

Romulus pilot 
re-enacted flight 
of black heroes

Ahmed Mukarram of Ro¬ 
mulus recently joined a team 
of black pilots, who re-enacted 
the historical 1933 interconti¬ 
nental flight by aviators Dr. Al¬ 
bert E. Forsythe and Chief 
Charles Alfred Anderson. 

Mukarram, who also is pres¬ 
ident of the Henry Ford Com- 
munity College Alumni 
Association, was one of six 
Black Pilots of America, who 
flew in relays across the U.S. 
carrying a souvenior folder for 
the U.S. Postal Service in 
honor of the 65th Anniversary 
of the pioneering flight. 

Mukarram along with Rufus 
Hunt, Juan Haygood and Rich¬ 
ard Knott participated in the 
eastward flight from Port Co¬ 
lumbia, Ohio to Annapolis Ea¬ 
gle Airport in Indiana and 
finally to Spirit of St. Louis 
Airport in Missouri. 

The old Tuskegee airmen 
stopped at more airports than 
this year’s team, but some of 
those former airports are now 
closed down. 

All the pilots involved met 
in Atlantic City, N.J. on Feb. 6. 

During the flights the cur¬ 
rent pilots stopped at many of 
the original pioneers’ sites for 
talks with the public. 

Postmasters from the local 
post offices along the way 
signed the special folder to 
commemorate the flight re-
